SectioN 4. The office of marshal, under the
provisions of the charter of said city of Kenosha,

CHAPTER 128.

AN ACT to amend chapter 247, local laws of
1878, entitled, “an act to incorporate the city of
Fort Atkinson.”

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented
in senate and assembly, do enact as follows:

Section 4, of chapter 15, of said act,
is hereby amended by adding to said section the
following: And chattel mortgages executed by
the residents of said city shall hereafter be filed
in the office of the town clerk of said town of
Koshkonong instead of with the clerk of said

city.
